Credentials will not be 
mailed after Tuesday. Press will call is located on the press box elevator. 

Credentials are issued to bona fide sports personnel with a legitimate 
working function. They are non-transferable. Any misrepresentation or 
unauthorized use subjects the bearer to ejection and prosecution for 
criminal trespass. Baylor reserves the right to issue or revoke credentials 
at its discretion. 

Please, NO CHILDREN, NO SPOUSES, NO GUESTS. WORKING SPORTS 
PERSONNEL ONLY will be issued credentials. 

Media should make their own arrangements for away game credentials. 


PHOTO PASSES 

Only professional photographers on assignment from a news outlet 
will be issued photo credentials. NO FREELANCE PHOTOGRAPHERS ARE 
ADMITTED. Specify whether sideline or photo deck passes are needed. 
All photographers must wear armbands in plain sight. Armbands are 
available in the press box prior to kickoff. 

NCAA rules limit shooting to outside the restraining line surrounding 
the field and outside the 30-yard lines (team area). Those not complying 
will be ejected. 


PRESS PARKING 


Parking spaces are quite limited and will be assigned on the same 
priority as credentials. The press parking lot is located below the press 
box entrance on the west side of the stadium. 


STATISTICS/SERVICES 


Statistics, pregame notes, speed cards and programs will be available 
in the press box. Quarter, halftime and final stats, a play-by-play and 
postgame quotes will also be provided. Coach Dave Roberts will come to 
the press box about 30 minutes after the game for further interviews. 

An outstanding meal is served prior to the game and at halftime. 
Snacks and drinks are available throughout the game. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


Ample outside telephones are provided by Baylor for writers using 
computers. Each publication will be billed for use of Baylor lines. 
The SID office will fax postgame stats to publications. 


PLAYER INTERVIEWS 


After the customary 10-minute cooling off period, Baylor players who 
have been requested will be brought to the interview room located 
across the hall from the lockerroom. Coach Dave Roberts will conduct 
his postgame interviews there first, followed by players. 

At other times throughout the week, all interviews with players and 
coaches must be arranged through the SID office. Please try to give the 
sports information office at least one day's prior notice on interview 
requests as players' schedules are quite full with classes, labs, workouts, etc. 

Players are available for interviews before practice Monday through 
Wednesday. Player interviews Monday through Wednesday will be held 
in the main lobby (second floor) of the Carl and Thelma Casey Athletic 
Complex at Floyd Casey Stadium. The first floor of the athletic complex 
is off limits to the media. 

Telephone interviews will be conducted only during the same time 
frame as other interviews - Monday through Wednesday before practice. 
Players' home telephone numbers will not be released. 


COVERING PRACTICE 

The first 15-30 minutes of practice Monday through Thursday will be 
open to media. Coach Dave Roberts will be available to the media at the 
conclusion of every practice. A member of the SID staff will be available 
to assist with interviews.

The Baylor SID staff is located in the northeast corner of Floyd Casey 
Stadium (opposite the press box). Normal office hours are 8 a.m. to 5 p.m.

This season, the Baylor Radio Network will provide the most extensive coverage of Baylor/Big 
XII football in school history. In addition to live play-by-play of each Baylor Bear football game, 
there will be extended pregame and postgame programming, daily coaches shows and a weekly 
call-in show for new head coach Dave Roberts. 

The voices you'll hear this season include play-by-play announcer John Morris, color analyst 
David Hatchett and sideline reporter and postgame host Rick May. 

Now in his 11th year as a member of the football broadcast crew, John Morris serves as the 
play-by-play “Voice of the Bears.” This is his third year since succeeding the legendary Frank 
Fallon. Morris is Baylor's director of broadcasting, who also hosts the daily coaches shows, the 
Tuesday night “Dave Roberts Call-in Show” and the “Dave Roberts TV Show.” 

In his third year as color analyst on the Baylor Radio Network is veteran sportscaster David 
Hatchett. The popular afternoon sports anchor on Dallas/Ft. Worth affiliate WBAP-AM is in his 
13th year with the station and has handled a number of college football and basketball assign- 
ments during that time. 

Joining the Baylor radio crew this season as the on-field reporter is Rick May, the program 
director and morning show co-host on flagship station KKTK-AM, “The Ticket,” in Waco. The 
former public address announcer at Baylor events also will field calls on the “5th Quarter” 
postgame call-in show. 

Jerry Clemmons returns for his 27th year as gameday producer of Baylor Bear football. Tommy 
Tucker is also back for his 27th season keeping statistics, and the multi-talented Craig Harper 
continues his engineering artistry for an 11th season. 

Behind the scenes, Brian Tarter heads up local and affiliate sales, while John Fletcher handles 
network sales and affiliate procurement, all under the direction of Baylor's director of marketing, 
Dr. Darryl Lehnus. Fans out of range of one of the stations on the Baylor Radio Network can listen 
to every game live worldwide on the internet at http://www.audionet.com/schools. Fans can also 
dial in to “Teamline” and charge the call to a credit card to listen to every game at 1-800-846-

He joined the staff 
in 1980 as assistant SID and became SID in 1982. 
In 1993 he was named sports public affairs director. 
Parrish, 40, grew up in Waco watching Baylor 
athletic events. While attending Baylor he 
worked as a student assistant in the sports infor-

1997 Baylor Football Outlook 
by Dave Campbell

Suppose you are the quarterback of Coach Dave Roberts' 
1997 Baylor Bears and the Bear defense has just forced the 
other team to punt. You group your team in the huddle, call 
the play, break the huddle, take the team to the line, check the 
defensive front, call the blocking scheme, call the protection, 
check for the blitz, instruct the tight end to block or run a pass 
route (depending on the down and distance), get the ball 
snapped, feel the coverage at the time of the snap and then 
throw to the correct receiver (based on coverage) or if there's a 
blitz, throw a hot route to the tight end. 

And all that happens within a split second while 21 huge 
bodies fly around, all of which might help explain why Baylor 
quarterbacks Jeff Watson and Jermaine Alfred received so much 
attention last spring and will receive even more as they prepare 
to open in Waco against powerful Miami on August 30. All 
spring long, everybody following Baylor's football fortunes 
asked, “How are the quarterbacks picking up the new system?” 

“At the start of spring work, we were throwing to the wrong 
receivers, the receivers were running the wrong routes, the 
quarterbacks didn't have a clue,” Roberts said at the conclusion 
of spring drills. 

But about the 14th day of the spring work, some things 
began to click for senior and probable starter Jeff Watson. 

“And by the 15th day (the final day of the spring work), 
there was some real understanding,” said Roberts. Based on 
that it’s probably safe to say that Jeff Watson is going to be 
Baylor's man taking the snaps when Miami comes to town. And 
while Watson may not be the fastest, the strongest or the best 
pro prospect, he is a competitor. He proved it in three years as 
a starter and he proved it to Dave Roberts. 

“Jeff's going to find a way. He has a good arm, not great, 
but he’s such a competitor. He’s not the most gifted, it’s always 
a struggle for him, but he finds a way. When we started last 
spring, we put Jermaine first. He has the better arm, he's bigger. 
But Jeff went to work and came up. Jeff has an awareness 
about him, the good experience, and he has an awareness in 
the pocket. For us, quarterback is not the arm but the decision 
making; it's where to go with the ball. Jermaine often throws 
to the wrong people. You have to protect the football,” 
explained Roberts. 

“That's the important thing for a quarterback. It's not the 
arm, it's not the size, it's ‘Where do I go with the ball?’ It’s the 
decision making under pressure. With this offense, our quarter- 
back has to be big-time smart. And Jeff is very intelligent. 

“Our quarterbacks can make a lot of progress, and they want 
to. They are going to have a very busy summer on their own 
and fall camp is going to be very, very important. Big. Big. 
They'll figure it out." 

The fact that he said “they” means he is counting on Alfred 
to come by leaps and bounds this summer, too. 

And then there is Odell James, 6-4, 210, the amazing talent 
who was being so highly touted at this time a year ago after 
signing with Baylor, but the same guy who has yet to take a snap 
in a game. So much potential — but thus far, there it stops. 

Rehabbing from extensive knee surgery performed last

November, James spent the spring in non-contact work while 
proving to Roberts that, even throwing flat-footed, he has an 
arm that can make pro scouts drool. Longtime Baylor watchers 
will tell you the Bears haven't signed a quarterback with an 
Odell James-type arm since Cody Carlson (1982) first checked 
into camp. 

“No question, Odell can have a tremendous impact on this 
team,” Baylor's new coach said. “But he hasn't been out there 
under the pressure. So we just don’t know. I really like his atti- 
tude. He has an excellent attitude. He seems to be picking it 
(the mental part) up well enough. He’s a good worker. We'll see.” 

Tf all goes according to plan, Odell will shed his knee brace 
sometime this summer and get in top physical condition while 
continuing to strengthen the knee and learn the offense. By 
the time two-a-days arrive, the coaches hope he will be ready 
to begin. 

But after his long absence from live, full-speed competition 
(some 22 months), it is unrealistic, they admit, to think that 
James can become an overnight star. Maybe by mid-season, 
maybe next season, we will start seeing the real Odell James. 


THE TAILBACKS, FULLBACKS 

On the plus side for Roberts is the fact that he has impres- 
sive running skills available. Both at tailback and fullback, the 
1997 Bruins come fully armed. Those could be the two 
strongest positions on the team. 

Ask Roberts if No. 1 tailback Jerod Douglas, a two-year 
starter, could play for Notre Dame and he replies: “Jerod could 
play for anybody. I really think he’s special. Good experience, 
good hands, good vision, great speed, good cutting ability. And 
I think he’s picked up some size; he’s about 180 now.” 

Many associated with the program say Douglas is the best 
player on this year's Baylor football team. In this new wide- 
open offense, with his running and catching skills, Jerod stands 
ready to be not only an impact player on the Baylor scene but 
also the Big 12 scene. It will be a major surprise if he is not. 

When Roberts says, “I feel good about tailback,” Douglas is 
the foremost reason. 

But there are others. Blue-chip recruit Darrell Bush, a redshirt 
last fall as a freshman, started the spring behind sophomore 
letterman Elijah Burkins. He finished ahead of him. But it 
figures to stay a close race. 
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“Bush had a good spring. He came on at the end,” said 
Roberts. “He carried the ball tough, blocked well. He was much 
improved from the start to the end of the spring work. 

“Burkins has a little more wiggle to him, more elusiveness. 
He's struggled some, but he can be a good player.” 

The fullback position looks good because of twin comebacks. 
Anthony Overstreet, suspended part of last season, returned at 
the start of the spring semester as a more determined, more 
focused senior. And sophomore Robert Jackson, after redshirt- 
ing last fall, returned in January after quitting the squad in 
December. He worked his way back after keeping the kind of 
disciplined schedule and doing the hard work, both on the field 
and in the classroom, that Roberts asked him to do. 

“Overstreet is tough, tough. And he's trying to do things 
within the system,” Roberts said. 

“He has excellent hands, and he blocks well. He's not big 
enough (at 6-1, 221) to be a prototype fullback but I like him. 
He really did some good things this spring. He really responded. 

“Now I'm very proud of Robert Jackson. He came back, start- 
ed doing the things we wanted him to do, working hard, laugh- 
ing on the field. He's really turned himself around. Jackson will 
be a good player. And he's a big fullback (5-10, 241). 

The question is, where does Dexter Ford fit in all this? Ford 
did not go through contact work last spring after undergoing 
offseason shoulder surgery. Roberts can't answer that question 
at the moment. He just assures you Dexter Ford is going to fit 
in someplace, perhaps at one of the receiver positions. 

“Dexter's smart, and we know he's fast. He has excellent 
hands. There's gotta be a place on the field for Dexter Ford. It 
could be at tailback, it could be at fullback, it could be at the 
Z (flanker) position,” said Roberts. “We're very much counting 
on him.” 


WIDEOUTS, TIGHT END 

Baylor wide receivers are designated as “X” (split end) and 
“7” (flanker) in Roberts’ offense. And in his pro-type scheme, 
both figure to be busy and much in the spotlight. 

The top-ranking split end (X) at the end of spring training 
was the Bear who perhaps made the greatest strides in the 
final days of practice - junior Derrius Thompson (6-2, 216). 

“Excellent height, very good hands, very good speed,” ana- 
lyzed Roberts. “Midway through the spring, we were disappoint- 
ed in Derrius. We thought he would bloom big. Then right at 
the end he did what we expected. He has a long way to go, a 
long way to go, but he has lots of ability. He gave us encour- 
agement. 

“Morris Anderson is also there. Morris is a poor blocker. He 
needs to become more physical; he needs to get bigger and 
stronger. But he played a little hurt, and I was encouraged with 
that. He does need to improve.” 

Also categorized for needing to improve his blocking was 
senior Gerald Patterson (6-1, 215), who tailed off after a strong 
start. “I can't see putting a receiver in there who won't block. 
That's nonsense,” said Roberts, who could have been talking 
about Anderson or Patterson. 

Certainly he was not talking about Nikia Codie, a talented 
junior and former free safety who may have found a home at 
the Z position. Codie has speed, size (6-3, 203), good hands. 
“Codie was one of our most consistent blockers and he caught 
the ball well. He might have been the best one at the end of 
the spring,” said the coach.

“Chris Cagnolatti is probably our best blocker, but he's only 
150. He has good speed and good hands: he's just not very big.” 
Although Mark Cogdill spent the spring playing the outfield 
for Steve Smith's baseball Bears, Roberts does not try to hide 
his enthusiasm for the fleet-footed Cypress Creek sophomore, a 

late-season sensation as a wideout for the Bears last fall. 

“Cogdill will be a factor,” promises Roberts. The addition of 
Cogdill and the potential move of Dexter Ford could significantly 
strengthen the receiver positions. 

The tight ends? “Bradley Domel, a returning two-year starter, 
is tough, not very big, not real fast, but he has great intensity. 
He plays with pain. I like his toughness,” said Roberts, lament- 
ing only that Domel is 6-3, 230 rather than 6-4, 245 or 250. 

The other prominent tight end candidate is junior Chad 
Chmelar (6-3, 228), “also way undersized. He really has to work 
to get stronger. But he has excellent hands,” said Roberts, 
adding, “Those are the only two we have. If one of them gets 
hurt, we'll have to find us a guard to put there.” 


THE OFFENSIVE LINE 

Finding a spare guard might take some doing. Finding a 
spare anything in the offensive front might take some doing. 

Former tight end Clifford Isom (6-4, 257) now backs up quick 
tackle David Davis, the best offensive lineman on the team. 
When the coaches aren't talking about Jerod Douglas being 
their best football player, they're speaking of David Davis (6-4, 
319) in those terms. 

Indeed, Davis is so accomplished that Roberts keeps trying to 
find a way to move him to guard. He hasn't succeeded as yet. 

“Davis is a good one wherever he plays,” said the coach, 
speaking of the lineman who had to miss all of 1996 after lam- 
ing a knee in a summer auto accident. “He's gotten his weight 
down from 330, he has a great attitude, he has a great work 
ethic, he's just exactly what Baylor stands for. When he trims up 
a little more he can really be a good one. And what I like about 
him, he's one of the best team players I've ever been around. 

“Davis is a great young man, and he's the type that you 


want to have a great year. He's our best offensive lineman, he 
and Michael Johnson.” 

Johnson, a 6-3, 305-pound senior and three-year starter, is 
ticketed for strongside guard where he runs ahead of sopho- 
more Brian Sutton. Another young prize, sophomore Toby 
Summers, is ranked No. 2 both at a guard and center, which 
means he is going to see his full quota of action. “Summers is 
a real warrior,” explains Roberts. 

At 6-1, 256, Summers is probably at least a year away from 
stardom. Meanwhile, Michael Johnson's time has come. 

“Michael has great feet, just excellent feet,” said Roberts. 
“He's down from 325 to about 305 but he needs to get under 
300. He has good techniques. He's probably the best technician 
out there. 

“Kelvin Garmon (6-2, 306) is not real tall but he has excel- 
lent toughness, excellent feet,” Roberts said of the starter at 
quick guard. “He has a lot of ability. He could wind up being 
our best lineman some day.” 

If Garmon at 6-2 is not real tall, strongside tackle Derrick 
Fletcher, at 6-6 and 338, is plenty tall. But he’s not experi- 
enced at the position at all. Moving the Bears’ co-starter at 
nose tackle on defense last year to the offensive line this 
spring was Roberts’ most spotlighted player shift. 

“Derrick did a nice job but he has a long way to go. He's 
making big strides. He still needs to lose another 10 to 12 
pounds (at one time he was at 370). He's not there yet by any 
means. But he’s working hard and has a great attitude,” report- 
ed Roberts. 

The offensive line’s other Fletcher, Danny, is the starter at 
center. He's a 6-3, 268-pound senior. “Danny is not real big. He 
and Toby (Summers) are both undersized, but they're tough 
kids. They find a way. I just love them to death. Those two and 
David Davis are pretty special,” said Roberts. 

Of the other offensive linemen expected to contribute, guard 
Brian Sutton, “had a pretty decent spring; he has a good work 
ethic,” and Larry McRae and Carlos Rocha “both need to get 
their strength level up.” 

Meanwhile, a decision is still awaited where junior Anthony 
Williams is concerned. Hailed at one time last season as per- 
haps the offensive line's best player, a starter at both center 
and guard, Williams (6-3, 276) was in limbo at the end of 
spring drills, not off the team but not really on it either. 

“Anthony's got the talent: he can help us. But he has to 
want to be here. He has to want to be a team player. I've told 
him, ‘If you miss more than three classes this summer, if you 
miss a workout in the weight room or if I even see you frown, 
you're out of here: That's what I told Robert Jackson and he 
responded great. It's what I told Leonard Hill (linebacker). Now 
Jackson and Hill have turned themselves around; they're totally 
different people. So we'll have to wait and see about Anthony 
Williams.” 

Williams’ experience, talent and versatility could mean much 
to the Bears’ 1997 offensive line - if he convinces Roberts he's 
ready to get with the program. 


SUMMING UP THE OFFENSE 

In Roberts’ words, looking at the whole offense, “We feel 
comfortable with our tailbacks and fullbacks. We think our 
receivers really have to make tremendous strides. And in the 
offensive line, we have only six - at best, eight - so we better 
stay healthy.” 


But with some luck on injuries, this could be the best offen- 
sive line the Bears have had in a while. With first-class running 
backs, a strong-willed and experienced leader at quarterback, 
and talented wideouts who should get better and better, this 
could be an interesting, entertaining and dangerous offense, 
one capable of producing points and yards, given the time to 
develop. 

Roberts could have added that this is a complex offense, not 
learned in a day. The Bears really have just been introduced to 
it. “We haven't put in the whole package by any means,” 
Roberts noted. It’s a good guess that the Bears will need at 
least the month of September to start getting it down. 


THE DEFENSIVE LINE 

“We're very undersized, so we're really going to have to com- 
pensate,” analyzed Roberts. “You want your defensive ends to 
be 270. Ours are going to range from 225 to Glenn Coy at 256. 
We'll have to use our speed and quickness. I don't know, big 
tackles may just engulf our ends. We'll have to move around a 
lot, slant and stunt. 

“We might be able to hold pretty well against a finesse team 
but not a power team, a team that just pounds you. Michigan 
(Baylor's opponent in Ann Arbor оп Sept. 20) is a pounding 
team. I think A&M (at College Station on Nov. 8) is going to be 
a pounding team. So our first goal is to try to get bigger and 
stronger this summer.” 

Bear defensive coordinator Ty Smith, the head man on a 
defense at Purdue last season, will assure you that Big 10 line 
starters who can't lift 400 pounds are few and far between. 
Baylor doesn’t have a wealth of such linemen. 

“But I like these kids. They work. They're tough. They want 
to. They're just a little undersized,” declared Roberts. 

Talking to Roberts and the Bears’ defensive coaches, one gets 
the idea that few positions are really nailed down. Those who 
work hardest in the weight room this summer are likely to forge 
ahead in two-a-days. 

But at the end of the spring, Roberts had Justin Snow and 
Charles Foster, in that order, at right defensive end; and Glenn 
Coy and Clifton Rubin at left end, with redshirt freshman Eric 
Clay listed as No. 3 at both ends. 

At the tackles, Chris Sampy, a pleasant surprise after being 
switched from the offensive line, was ranked ahead of redshirt 
freshman Ellis Cotton on the right side; and Dwight Johnson 
was No. 1 over ex-fullback James Calvin on the left side. 

“Coy's the one who could stand in there a little better 
against a power team. He's tough and he has a little size,” 
Roberts said. 

“In certain situations, Rubin can be outstanding. He has 
tremendous quickness. He can really come off the edge (on a 
pass rush). He's our best pass rusher. Snow is just 233 but at 
250 he could be very, very good. Snow's a real warrior. And 
Foster is willing enough and he moves well. 

“At the tackles, Sampy is 270 and he's tough, tough, tough. 
Туе really been pleased with his toughness. 

“Dwight Jonnson (6-4, 270) needs to get bigger but he had 
a good spring. He's a natural end that we've had to move 
inside. He has a lot of athletic ability. Dwight's a very special 
person - anything to help the team.” 

Roberts would like to move Cotton to the offensive line: he 
believes the big Sherman product would be more effective 
there. But he can't afford to give him up on defense. “He's a 
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good athlete,” said Roberts. “He's too big. He was at 324 and 
he needs to be under 300 to be effective. James Calvin is a 
great person and a tough kid. He's just not real big.” 


THE LINEBACKERS 

To hear the coaches tell it, the situation may be a bit better 
at linebacker - but not much. The refrain is the same: a general 
lack of size. Too many weakside linebacker types and not 
enough big, brawny, guys who can run, they say. At the end of 
spring drills, they were lining them up like this: 

Middle linebacker: Senior Jody Littleton and redshirt fresh- 
man Kris Micheaux. 

Weakside linebacker: Junior Kenyada Parker, Jason Jackson 
and Leonard Hill. 

Strongside Linebacker: Junior Clarence Cruse, Cornelius Banks 
and McKinley Bowie. And talented sophomore Don Arroyo, who 
missed all of the spring work with a hamstring strain, is sure to 
figure in there somewhere. 

Bowie, widely sought as a recruit, is the biggest at 6-2 and 
238. He made a tremendous impression during his first two-a- 
day session last year, but he had to miss all of last season 
because of a broken foot. 

“Bowie is the biggest and probably the farthest away. But 
he's going to be a good one in time,” said Roberts. “Arroyo is 
about 228 right now. He needs to be 240. He could be a good 
one, too. Cruse is 220, a tough kid who needs to get bigger. 
Banks is only 215 or so. 

“So nobody has any bulk on them. We've got to get all of 
them to eating. They all have athletic ability. But they're not 
extremely fast - 4.8, 4.9 guys. 

“T like Littleton's attitude. He's a worker. Micheaux is starting 
to look the part. I see him as the kind of player you want. 
Parker is 208, 210. He's tough but he needs to add at least 10 
pounds. Jackson's 212 or thereabouts, and I want him at 225. 
Leonard Hill's gone from 195 to 218, and he's become a 
delight. Keep an eye on Leonard Hill. 

“Overall, this is just an undersized crew and we've got to go 
to work. We can really make tremendous strides this summer.” 


THE SECONDARY 

Roberts is often lavish in his praise of top cornerbacks senior 
Joe Manor (left side) and sophomore Robert Neal. They finished 
the spring as the starters, with junior Curtis Henderson ranked 
No. 1 at free safety ahead of redshirt freshman Darwin Scott, 
and soph Sean Armistead out in front of fellow soph Rodney 
Smith at strong safety. 

It's a group that has much to prove. Still, Roberts looks on 
the bright side. “I really like Joe Manor,” he said. “He's married, 
two kids, he was out of school last year and now he's come 
back and put it all together. He's a good player with good 
speed, and he's working hard to become a good leader. 

“Robert Neal has a lot of ability, plus he's a good student, 
good speed, and he believes he can be good. 

ሚ like Curtis Henderson, too. He's a good leader and a tough 
person, a special person. He's exactly what Baylor needs to 
recruit. He's a lot like Robert Neal. 

“Sean Armistead is an ex-cornerback that we moved to 
strong safety. He's not real fast but he seems to be the best 
one we have there.” 
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In looking for backup help at the corners, they'll look first to 
Matt Anderson (“good work ethic and he came on well toward the 
end of spring”) and former wideout Daniel Wilturner, a redshirt 
freshman. Tm really high on Wilturner," said Roberts. "He'll be a 
good corner one of these days. He has very good speed.” 

At the backup safety spots, Scott is judged to be a good ath- 
lete who is a fine student in the classroom, so he also has the 
smarts. As for former Waco University star quarterback Rodney 
Smith, “Rodney's a good athlete who has gotten too big. He's up 
to around 225. He needs to be about 207. He's a good athlete.” 

The secondary is one area where Roberts believes several of 
February's signees might help quickly. The prospects he men- 
tions first: Samir Al-Amin (6-2, 190) from Garland Lakeview, 
Gary Baxter (6-2, 181) from Tyler John Tyler and Kyle Staudt 
(6-2, 195) from Fredricksburg. 

And in the offensive line, Luke Nichols (6-5, 290) from 
Beaumont Kelly may have to be rushed into action. But Roberts 
hopes not. "I'd really like to redshirt all these guys,” he said. 


THE KICKING GAME 

Some aspects of the Bear kicking game have been solid, even 
spectacular, in the past several years, but seldom has the entire 
package been reliable. 

Roberts hopes to change that this coming season with a 
package that will feature Oregon State transfer (but Orange, 
Texas, product) Matt Bryant handling the field goals, and extra 
points and Kyle Atteberry doing the punting. 

“And it's still up in the air about who we'll use on kickoffs. It 
will be one of those two,” he said. 

“Bryant had a real good camp until the very last day when 
he missed an extra point. You just can't do that. He has the leg 
to kick a 50- or 55-yard field goal. I just want him to be con- 
sistent from 35 yards. 

“At the very end, I felt very comfortable with Atteberry as our 
punter. He gets it off in a hurry and he's a tremendous person.” 

Although Jody Littleton moved into the linebacker equation 
in a major way, Roberts plans for him still do the deep snap- 
ping (in two years he has yet to produce a bad snap), and 
Justin Snow proved he can serve as a reliable backup. 


ROBERTS SUMS IT UP 


Here is the way Baylor's new head coach, full of enthusiasm 
and energy, summed up the spring work: 

“What I'm most interested in right now is getting them to 
play hard and to cut down on missed assignments. I think we 
made progress. They're beginning to play harder. We need to be 
a tougher team, a more physical team. Are we there yet? No, 
no, not at all. We're not close. We have far too many turnovers. 
We have to get stronger. We have a lot of areas we need to 
work on 

“But I think we've made real progress on our discipline, the 
attitude's good, and we're working hard. How good we want to 
be next fall depends on how hard we want to work this sum- 
mer, and how together we want to be.”

Гг the short time Roberts has been at the Baylor helm he has hired а veteran 
staff of assistants, put together a remarkable recruiting class, placed the 
highest priority on superior academic performance, reemphasized the off-season 
program and taken a comprehensive tour of Texas, addressing thousands of Baylor 
faithful. 

Through it all Roberts has time and again lived up to the reputation that pre- 
ceded him: that of a tireless worker whose infectious enthusiasm for the game 
of football makes believers of everyone he meets. Work days exceeding 16 hours 
in length are more common than not for Roberts. But far from being a dogged 
workaholic, Roberts is a man who probably wakes up every morning simply thrilled 
to be a football coach. 

“Football should be fun,” Roberts says energetically. “It should be fun to coach, 
fun to play and fun to watch. I like to throw the football on offense. Defensively, 
we'll be attacking. The bottom line is you have to out-execute people to win. 

We won't be a finesse team.” 

Roberts loves to coach football, and he loves the school whose program he heads. 
“Baylor is a special place. It's got so many similarities to Notre Dame (from whence 
Roberts came), being a private Christian school. Both places are spiritual. 

“I have a plan for Baylor,” he continues. “That plan includes a high graduation 
rate, I'd like to be No. 1 in the nation in graduating our players. I want to work 
closely with the faculty. I've always felt the faculty and athletics need to be 
together. We're not here and they're not there. We need to be together. ይ 

ሣ want to see the students involved. We have to get them cranked up and going % 
to win in this league. We want to be involved in the community so they can relate 77 
to these guys beyond their being just a guy under a helmet.” 8 

More than anything Roberts wants to win. “I don't know any football coach who doesn't want to win. That's what they 
brought me here to do and that's the plan.” 

Roberts comes to Baylor with a 10-year head coaching record of 63-50-3. He has directed passing-oriented offensive 
attacks ranked among the nation's best. And he has been ranked as one of the nation's top recruiters several times. Through 
his career, Roberts has more than a dozen years coaching experience at private colleges and universities with outstanding 
academic programs. 

Roberts comes to Baylor from Notre Dame, where he spent the last three years as offensive coordinator under former head 
coach Lou Holtz. He recently turned down the opportunity to remain at Notre Dame with new head coach Bob Davie. While 
Roberts was at Notre Dame, the Irish were ranked in the top 10 nationally and appeared in the Fiesta and Orange Bowls. 

Roberts installed an exciting passing attack that made Notre Dame one of the nation's most 
potent offensive squads. In both 1994 and ‘95 Roberts was rated as the “Мо. 1 Recruiter 
in America” by Football Prep Report Magazine. 

From 1989-93 Roberts was the head coach at Northeast Louisiana 
University, compiling a record of 38-19-2. His teams went to the NCAA 
Division I-AA playoffs three of his last four years. His squad won the 
Southland Conference title in 1990. In 1992 Northeast won the Southland 
again with a 7-0 record (10-3 overall) as Roberts was named Conference 
and National Coach of the Year. His 1993 team went 9-3 and averaged 
472.8 yards and 39.2 points per game. 

From 1984-88 Roberts served as head coach at Western Kentucky. 
Taking over at a school that was considering dropping football, he 
compiled a record of 26-30-1. His last two teams went 7-4 and 9-4 

and were nationally ranked. 

In 1986 Sports Illustrated rated Roberts as one of the top five 
recruiters in the country along with Michigan's Bo Schembechler, 
UCLA's Terry Donahue, Oklahoma's Barry Switzer and Penn State's 
Joe Paterno.

He held the title of defensive coordinator there his last four years. In five of his 
seven seasons the Cardinals were ranked among the nation's top 30 defenses.

Dr. Robert B. Sloan Jr., who has an impres- 
sive history as a teacher, minister, adminis- 
trator and scholar, became President and 
Chief Executive Officer of Baylor University 
on June 1, 1995. 
He replaced Dr. Herbert H. Reynolds, who 

retired after 14 years as the university's 

president to become Baylor University Chancellor. Dr. Sloan is the 
12th president in the 152-year history of Baylor University. 
Born in Coleman, Texas, in 1949, Dr. Sloan was reared in Abilene, 
Texas, where he graduated from Cooper High School in 1967. He 
attended Baylor from 1967 to 1970 and was a member of the base- 
ball team his freshman year. He graduated ahead of his class, earn- 
ing a bachelor of arts degree cum laude in 1970. He was a member 
of Alpha Chi National Honor Society and the Honors Program, gradu- 
ating “With Distinction.” 

He then attended Princeton Theological Seminary, where he 
earned the master of divinity degree magna cum laude in 1973. 
He conducted post-baccalaureate research in church history at the 
University of Bristol, England, from 1973-74 and earned the Doktor 
der Theologie degree insigni cum laude from the University of Basel, 
Switzerland, in 1978. 

Dr. Sloan joined the faculty of Baylor's Department of Religion in 
1983 after holding teaching positions at Southwestern Baptist 
Theological Seminary in Fort Worth and at Hardin-Simmons 


Dr. Herbert H. Reynolds 

Chancellor 

Dr. Herbert H. Reynolds is in his third year 
as Baylor chancellor after serving as the 
eleventh president of Baylor University from 
1981-95. 

From 1946 to 1952, and after entering the 
Air Force in 1948, Dr. Reynolds earned a 
Bachelor of Science degree from Trinity 
University. During the next four years, while 
serving in Air Force leadership positions in both the United States 
and the Far East, he completed professional studies at the University 
of Denver and the Air University.

In the midst of producing some fifty 
publications and maintaining flying status as an Aviation Psychologist, 
Dr. Reynolds also served as an adjunct graduate faculty member of 
both Baylor and the University of New Mexico. During his last year 
of Air Force duty, he was the establishing Commander of the Air 
Force Human Resources Research Laboratories.

Throughout his career, Dr. Sloan has remained a staunch supporter 
of Baylor's athletic teams. An avid fan who enjoys attending games, 
he has taken a strong stand for the Bears through his support of the 
Athletic Department and the Waco Chamber of Commerce's Big 12 
Task Force. 

Sloan is married to the former Sue Collier of Cisco, Texas, also a 
1970 graduate of Baylor. They are members of the First Baptist 
Church of Waco. The Sloans have seven children: Charissa (a Baylor 
graduate and graduate student), Bryan (a Baylor junior), Eraina 
(a Baylor sophomore), Michael, Alathea, Sophia and Paul. 


In 1968, at age 38, he retired from the Air Force, having com- 
pleted twenty years active duty with five decorations for meritorious 
service and seven other decorations/awards. The next year he 
returned to Baylor University as Executive Vice President and on 
June 1, 1981, was named president of Texas' oldest institution of 
higher learning. 

From 1981 to 1995 more than 5180 million in additional facilities 
were added at Baylor, endowment was quadrupled and the total net 
assets of the University were tripled. In 1986, Dr. Reynolds was 
named one of America's one hundred most effective chief executive 
officers in a study funded by the Exxon Education Foundation of the 
3,400 presidents of American colleges and universities. 

Dr. Reynolds is past chair of the 850-presidential member National. 
Association of Independent Colleges and Universities and chair of 
the Independent Colleges and Universities of Texas. 

In addition, he is a deacon and former deacon chairman of the 
First Baptist Church of Waco, a 33rd degree Mason, a member of 
some 40 honor professional societies, and is a licensed psychologist. 
He is listed in Who's Who in America, Who's Who in the South and 
Southwest, Who's Who in Science and in Who's Who in Education. He 
has been named a Distinguished Alumnus of both Baylor and Trinity 
University. He also holds honorary Doctor of Science (Sc.D.) degrees 
from both Seinan Gakuin University in Japan and the Baylor College 
of Dentistry. 

Dr. Reynolds and his wife, Joy, have two sons and a daughter, two 
daughters-in-law, a son-in-law, and five grandchildren.

Said former Baylor athletic director Bill Menefee, Stanton's basket- 
ball coach at Baylor, “Tom is a natural leader. He always played the 
game hard, whether in practice or a game. And he had a real knack 
for making everybody around him better. 

“When we picked sides for a scrimmage, the team Tom was on 
always won. We could change just one player, switching Tom to the 
other team, and the other team would win.”

Veteran fundraiser Jim Huey serves a vital 
function in the Baylor athletic department as 
assistant vice president and executive director, 
athletic development. 

In that capacity, Huey acts as a liaison

Hart has coached 83 athletes to win all-America honors 278 times. 
His relay teams have set American, collegiate, conference and junior 
world records at a variety of distances. 

Hart is well known for his tutoring of 400-meter runners. Included 
in his list of stellar pupils are eight-time all-America Mark Collins, 
former SWC record holder Zeke Jefferson, 10-time all-America Johnny 
Thomas and NCAA champions Willie Caldwell, Raymond Pierre, 
Michael Johnson and Deon Minor. 

Hart's 1,600-meter relay teams have won eight NCAA titles since 
1985 and reached the NCAA finals 21 of the last 23 years. They have 
also won the Texas Relays eight of the last 11. 

In 1985, Hart was recognized by the Texas Sports Writers 
Association as the state’s Senior College Spring Coach of the Year. 
The NCAA Track Coaches Association named Hart their 1989 national 
indoor coach of the year, and he is that group's past president. Last 
year, Hart swept conference, regional and national coach of the year 
honors. He was also named the USOC national track coach of the year.

For the second straight week, Baylor hit paydirt early and fought from there in a 14-13 victory at 
Louisville. 

The Bears improved to 2-0 on the young season. Kalief Muhammad and a stiff Bears defense were the story 
at Louisville, as Muhammad scored both touchdowns on passes from Jeff Watson. 

The two first hooked up midway into the first quarter, when а Scrambling Watson found Muhammad all 
alone behind the Cardinal secondary. Muhammad took in the pass and raced 87 yards to the end zone, the 
third longest pass reception in Baylor history. 

The Bears’ other points came on a five-yard pass from Watson to Muhammad on the other end of the field 
with time running out in the third quarter. It had been set up by a 32-yard completion from Watson to Dexter 
Ford. That gave BU a first down at the Cardinal 19, and three runs later, Muhammad connected with Watson. 

Louisville kicker David Akers missed three field goal attempts on the day (including one from 65 yards 
which had the distance but was wide right), but it was his missed extra point after the Cards drew within one 
at 8:05 to play that made the difference. 

Akers did his best to make up for it on a successful Cardinal onside kick, but the Baylor defense stiffened. 

Ty Atteberry had another good day, sending all but one of his kickoffs into the end zone and punting three 
times for a 51-yard average. 

Turnovers would have been the story in a Baylor loss. The Bears put it on the ground six times, with 
Louiville recovering four of those. One Watson pass was intercepted when it rolled off the hands of intended 
receiver Shawn Washington.

Sharked by an early Oregon State miscue, Baylor scored first and then got rolling on the way to its 42-10 
win over the Beavers. 

After the Bears went backwards on their first two drives, an Anthony Taylor interception and 44-yard runback 
set them up at the Beaver 28. Four plays later, Kalief Muhammad took a reverse 18 yards and into the end zone 
for the 7-0 lead. 

Baylor was never seriously threatened from there, despite being outgained 383-336. It was the big play that 
did it for the Bears, as Baylor ran only 54 plays to OSU's 77. OSU therefore dominated the time of possession, 
holding the ball 36:33. 

After Muhammad started off the scoring on the reverse, Baylor scored on a 30-yard pass from Jeff Watson to 
Pearce Pegross, Jerod Douglas rushes of 32 and 47 yards, a 48-yard pass from Jermaine Alfred to Pegross and a 
100-yard kickoff return by Muhammad, the longest in school history. 

Douglas made his two trips to the end zone in a tremendous third quarter in which he took the -12 yards he 
had in the first half and turned them into 105 for the day, on only 11 carries, an average of 9.5 yards per rush. 
Perhaps the most discouraging stat from Baylor's point of view was the 272 yards Oregon State rolled up on 
the ground. The Baylor defense did its job when necessary, however, as most of the Beavers' success was 5:03 

between the 205. 

On a day on which Baylor coach Chuck Reedy said “we tackled poorly,” the BU defense was led by linebackers 
and defensive backs. Linebacker Robert Mason rang up a team-high 15 stops, nine unassisted, while free safety 
Nikia Codie had 12 total. Safety Rodney Artmore had nine, and linebackers Dean Jackson, Don Arroyo and 
Clarence Cruse added eight apiece.

At eight 
seconds on the clock, the Raiders led 31-10. 

In the interim, Zebbie Lethridge hit Field Scovell for a 22-yard touchdown pass, and Jody Brown caused BU 
quarterback Jermaine Alfred to fumble by hitting his arm, allowing Montae Reagor to pick up the ball and 
rumble 21 yards into the end zone. 

Goodbye, new ballgame. 

Baylor got within 14 in the early fourth quarter, 38-24, but 49 Hanspard yards later, Sammy Morris went 
17 yards for a touchdown to put the game out of reach at 5:26 remaining.

Baylor missed another opportunity for six late in the third quarter with a fumble at the Sooner 
15-yard line. 

But the Bear defense stiffened and forced OU to punt. However, Rodney Artmore fumbled the punt at 
the Baylor 12, and the Sooners went in from there, cutting the Bear lead to 24-21. Baylor fumbled early in 
the fourth quarter at its own 40 to set up OU's go-ahead score. 

Quarterback Jermaine Alfred had another good performance for Baylor, completing 14 of 22 passes for 174 
yards and three touchdowns and no interceptions. 

Oklahoma upset one trend that had recently been in the Bears’ favor as they beat a Baylor team which led 
at intermission. BU came in with an 18-game winning streak after leading at halftime, but for the first time 
in Chuck Reedy's tenure, Baylor lost a halftime lead. It was also the sixth win in six tries over the Bears for 
the Sooners.

The first was a 68-yard pass 
from Jermaine Alfred to Pearce Pegross in the third quarter that gave the Bears a two-touchdown cushion. 

A 67-yard dash by Jerod Douglas followed on the first play of the fourth quarter, and freshman phenom Elijah 
Burkins closed out the scoring with a 24-yard burst up the middle all the way into the end zone. 

Baylor's offense was in rare form against the Cyclones, rolling up 624 yards on 80 plays, an average of 
7.4 yards a snap. It marked the first time since Sept. 21, 1991, (versus Missouri) that the Bears surpassed 
the 600-yard mark. 

Tt was an outstanding day on the ground for BU, with the team netting 397 yards rushing. Not only did 
Douglas outgain Heisman candidate Troy Davis 154-138, Burkins outrushed Davis with 142 yards of his own 
оп 21 carries.

All-American in Southwest

BARTON "BOTCHEY" KOCH 
FIRST CONSENSUS ALL-AMERICAN FROM 
A TEXAS UNIVERSITY 


The idea of a player of all-America status coming from 
anywhere except the east and west coasts seemed prepos- 
terous in 1930—until Botchey Koch came along. 

Koch played guard at a stocky 5-10 and 200 pounds and 
left an indelible impression on everybody who saw him play. 

Since no game films exist from his day, testimony of 
those who witnessed him personally attest to his greatness. 

“He was the greatest athlete I ever coached,” said for- 
mer Baylor coach and athletic director Bill Henderson, a 
veteran of over 40 years in college athletics. 

The legendary D. X. Bible put Koch on the West squad 
of the East-West Shrine Game. After seeing Koch play 
against the best in the country, Bible said, “He's the best 
guard I ever saw.” 

The San Francisco Chronicle's report of the game said, 
“There were a lot of great linemen in the game, but Koch 
was easily the best. A steam roller could not get over 
him.” Koch was voted the game's MVP. 

Former SWC football referee Pete Cawthon called him 
“an All-American all the way, both ways. Don’t ever expect 
to see another one as good.” 


Amos Alonzo Stagg called Koch “one of the great ones.” 
“Football brilliance,” said Knute Rockne, “He's far and away 
the best guard I ever saw play.” 

Paul Crume, longtime Dallas Morning News columnist, 
wrote upon Koch's death in 1964, “after reviewing my mem- 
ories of Botchey Koch, I doubt that there ever was a better 
college lineman.” 

Koch is a member of the Baylor Hall of Fame, the Texas 
Sports Hall of Fame, the Baylor All-Decade team of the 20s, 
the College Football Foundation Hall of Fame, the Southwest 
Conference 50-year All-Star Team and the All-Time All- 
American team picked by Grantland Rice, perhaps the great- 
est sportswriter who ever lived and Harry Stuhldreher, one of 
Notre Dame's famed four horsemen and former head coach 
at Wisconsin. 

Former Waco Tribune-Herald sports editor Jinx Tucker 
wrote, “He (Koch) has been accorded more national honor 
than any player a college or university in the state of Texas 
has produced and he is deserving of that honor for he is the 
greatest guard the Lone Star has ever seen and perhaps the 
greatest the nation has ever known.”

The third quarter proved to be a 
defensive struggle until the Bears drove from their 22 to the IU six. Then, with Baylor having a 
chance to get back into the game, Robert Strait fumbled into the endzone after he and quarter- 
back J.J. Joe never quite made connections on a handoff. 

With another opportunity gone, Baylor could do little the rest of the game. The Hoosiers added 
another score to make it 24-0 at the end. Their final scoring march went 60 yards on 12 plays and 
consumed 6:48. IU led in virtually every statistical category, but not to the extent which the final 
score would indicate. They rushed for 147 yards, compared to Baylor's 138. They passed for 176 
yards while BU had 131. The time of possession chart favored Indiana 32:55 to 27:05. The real 
story for Baylor seemed to be lost opportunities and mental lapses which Indiana did a fine job of 
exploiting. Le'Shai Maston was one of a few bright spots for Baylor as he had 13 tackles from his 
linebacker spot. Cornerback Frankie Smith added nine tackles and had 53 yards on five punt 
returns. The Bears finished the season 8-4.

seven yards out. As the first half was coming to a close Baylor struck paydirt with a halfback pass 
from freshman Brandell Jackson to Melvin Bonner for a 61-yard TD with 2:37 remaining. 

UA came back very quickly to reach the BU two, but again the defense stiffened and allowed only 
a field goal.It had been mostly Arizona through two quarters, but Baylor grabbed the lead for good 
on just the second play of the third quarter when QB J.J. Joe hit Bonner for a 69-yard scoring toss. 
It was a simple out-route on which Bonner broke a tackle and sprinted down the sideline for the 
score. The rest of the way rains became heavier and the contest turned into a battle of defenses. 
The highlight of the day came when Arizona moved the ball down to the Baylor eight only to be 
stopped on the one after four attempts. Robbie Birleson and Le'Shai Maston were credited with the 
final three tackles. Baylor managed two field goals in the fourth quarter, a 32-yarder and 35-yarder, 
both by Trey Weir and UA scored when the Bears took an intentional safety. The BU defense held 
twice again late, stopping drives on their own 22 and 28. The final stand came with time running 
out and Malauulu passing into the endzone. While the Bears’ offense was limited by one of the 
nation's best defenses and a steady rain, it did what it took with the big plays and field goals. 
Meanwhile, the BU defense gave up some yards, but not many points. Maston was brilliant as he 
led all tacklers with 11, five unassisted. Defensive tackle Scotty Lewis and defensive back Michael 
McFarland had 10 stops each and linebacker Shawn Cravens and safety Chris Lewis added seven.

After taking 
the second punt the Bears drove down to the Cougar 28 and attempted a 44-yard Jarvis Van Dyke 
field goal which fell short.

Built on a Solid Foundation - Grant Teaff Built Baylor Football 


The American Football Coaches Association is widely recognized as the game's driving 
force in terms of promotions, legislative matters, ethics and professional standards. 

As the organization's executive director, Grant Teaff is the driving force of the AFCA. 

Teaff moved into his position as the “coaches' coach” after a highly successful 
22-year stint as the head coach of the Baylor Bears. What Teaff has done with the 
AFCA has mirrored his accomplishments at Baylor. 

Teaff was hired to coach Baylor's program in 1972 when many people said the Bears 
should drop out of Division I. When the final gun sounded on the 1992 John Hancock 
Bowl - Teaff's last game as a head coach - he finished one of the most distinguished 
coaching careers in history. 

Teaff finished his career 170-151-8 overall in 30 years as a head coach. He was 
128-105-6 at Baylor, 83-74-4 in the Southwest Conference and 4-4 in bowl games. 

He was named SWC Coach of the Year six times and national coach of the year once. 
He coached 16 first-team all-Americans and 83 all-conference performers. 

Teaff finished his career as the nation’s second-ranked coach for tenure at his 
present school, the fourth-ranked coach for SWC wins, third-ranked coach for games 
in the SWC, second-ranked coach for seasons in the SWC, sixth-ranked coach for wins 
by an SWC coach, ninth-ranked active coach for career wins and 20th-ranked active 
coach for winning percentage. 

Teaff coached 12 postseason all-star games, including the East-West Shrine Game, 
the Blue-Gray Game, the Hula Bowl, the All-American Bowl and the Japan Bowl. 

The other SWC schools went through 38 different head coaches during Teaff's tenure 
at Baylor. He coached against such giants as Bear Bryant, Joe Paterno, Darrell Royal, 
Woody Hayes, Bo Schembechler, Vince Dooley, Shug Jordan, Tom Osborne, Frank 
Broyles, LaVell Edwards, Bill McCartney, Lou Holtz, Barry Switzer, Bill Yeoman, Jimmy 
Johnson, Johnny Major and Hayden Fry. 

Teaff's Baylor teams played the likes of Alabama, Air Force, Arizona, Arizona State, 
Auburn, Brigham Young, Clemson, Colorado, Florida State, Georgia, LSU, Miami, Michigan, 
Nebraska, Ohio State, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Penn State, Pittsburgh and USC. 

Upon completing his BU coaching career, he spent one year as the school's athletic 
director. Teaff took over the reins of the AFCA in 1993 and moved its headquarters 
to Waco.
